Summary of reasons for decision: 


The computer moving image file explicitly depicts a young man and woman having sex. 

The young woman in the video is probably aged in her late teens or early twenties, and while 
engaged in a role-play that is clearly a nod to the idea of a school-aged girl receiving advice from a 
home tutor, this aspect is not overdy played up through either the subjects’ physical appearance, 
behaviour or set decoration. The video cannot fairly be said to promote or support, or tend to 
promote or support, the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes under s3(2)(a) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. 

The publication requires a restriction on its availability to adults because there is a general 
consensus among the public of New Zealand that children and young persons should not be 
exposed to explicit sexual material until the age when they have the maturity and experience 
required to deal with it. The likely injury from early exposure is the detrimental effect such 
material can have on the development of healthy sexual attitudes and behaviour. 

The classification limits the freedom of expression guaranteed by the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990, but given the considerations above the decision is reasonable, justified and the 
minimum required to prevent likely injury to the public good.
